ANNUAT, REPORT - 1965 


Mr. Chairman, Madam and Gentlemen, 


The population at mid-year 196, as estimated by the Registrar 
General was 38,0 which is an increase of 50 over the estimated population 
at mid year 196). There were 71 live-births which is easily the highest 
number in any year. 4.2% of the total births (3) were illegitimate. 
Almost 60% of the births were in hospital, the remainder took place at 
home. There were no stillbirths. There were 40 deaths at all ages, 
including 1 death of an infant under the age of 1 year. The corrected 
death-rate for Disley was 11.2 per thousand population which was less 
than the corresponding rate for England and Wales. (11.5) 


Five Disley residents, all members of one family, were infected 
with paratyphoid fever whilst on holiday. Fortunately none of them 
was seriously ill and there was no spread of the illness locally. 
There were 2 new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis notified, compared with 
1 in each of the previous two years. 


I should like to thank the Chairman and Members of the Health 
‘Gommittee for their continued interest in all health matters. I should 
also like to thank the Council's Officers for their valuable help 
throughout the yeare

Diphtheria immunisation, Whooping Cough and Poliomyelitis Vaccination 


Special arrangements are made for immunisation to be performed at the 
end of each welfare sessione In addition immunisation is carried out free 
of charge by general medical practitioners at their surgeries. An annual 
Visit is made to the one primary school in the district for the purpose of 
giving diphtheria booster injections. 


Chiropody Service 


Financial help in obtaining chiropody treatment is given on medical 
recrumendation to persons aged 65 years and over, persons registered as 
physically handicanped and expectant motherse Treatment is given by a 
chiroocodist chosen by the patient. 


Club for Physically Handicapped Persons 


4 social club for physically handicapped persons meets every other week 
at Hazel Grove. Transport is provided in the majority of cases by members of 
the 7.VeS. In addition a handicrafts section meets in alternate weeks.

Hospitals. There is no hospital within the Rural District, and patients from 

this area are admitted to hospitals in neighbouring districts. 

Maternity cases requiring hospital accommodation are also admitted to hospitals 
outside the area. here necessary, infectious disease cases other than smallpox, 
are adnitted to the Stockport Isolation Hospital and Monsall Hospital for infectious 
diseases. Facilities for smallpox cases are provided at Ainsworth Smallpox 

Hospital, near Bury. 


Tuberculosis and Venereal Diseases. Special clinics for the diagnosis and treatmscnt 
of tuberculosis and venereal diseases are held at the Chest Clinic, Stepning Hill 
Hospital and St. Thomas’, Hospital, Flint Street, Stockport, respectively. 
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SECTION  C. 
GENERAL SANITARY CIRCUMSTANCES 


1. Water. The area is supplied by the Stockport and District 
Water Board, The Board consists of representatives of the Stockport 
County Borough Council, the Urban District Councils of Bredbury and 
Romiley, Marple, New Mills, Alderley Edge, Cheadle and Gatley, Hazel 
Grove and Bramhall, Whaley Bridge and Wilmslow and the Rural 
District Council of Disley ("the constituent councils") and the 
Cheshire County Council, 


Most of the houses in the Disley Rural District are connected to 
the mains but a few farms and isolated houses situated on high ground 
are supplied by natural wells and springs, a few having boreholes, 
The situation of these premises and the physical characteristics of 
the land render the cost of laying mains prohibitive and an almost 
impossible task, 


The water supplied to the district is chemically treated, 
filtered and chlorinated, it is subject to frequent bacteriological 
examination and chemical analysis by the Board and has proved 
satisfactory in quality and quantity. Fluoridation is not carried 
out. The main road and lower areas of tke district are supplied from 
Kinder and the higher part of the district from the Goyt Valley High 
Level supply. 


Two samples of mains water drawn house taps were submitted to the 
Public Health Laboratory, Withington Hospital, for bacteriological 
examination and were found to be satisfactory, A number of samples 
drawn from taps of an hotel with its own source of supply were also 
submitted to the Public Health Laboratory for bacteriological 
examination and some were found to be unsatisfactory, Action has been 
taken against the proprietor with a view to acquiring a satisfactory 
supply or treating the existing supply to render it satisfactory. 


The Engineer and Manager of the Stockport and District Water Board 
has reported as follows:- 


" The water supplied to the Disley Rural District was derived 
"partly from the Kinder supply and partly from the Goyt Velley 
"High Level supply.

2. Drainage and Sewerage The greater part of the district is sewered and 

two sewage disposal works are owned by the Council. Most houses are connected 
to the sewers and those properties which are not are in isolated positions. 
The Council has an arrangement with a neighbouring local authority for the use 
of their cesspit emptying machine for pumping out the contents of privately 
owned septic tanks and cesspools in the Disley Rural District. 


3. Rivers and Streams The River Goyt forms the northern boundary of the 
district and the Bollinhurst Brook is the south-westerly boundary. The effluents 
from the Councils Waterside and Coppice Sewage Disposal Works discharge 
respectively into these.

5. Public Conveniences The Council owns one building near Ram Square, Disley, 
which contains sanitary conveniences for both sexes. Cleansing of the premises 
is carried out each day by a part time Officer. Coin operated locks are fitted 
to the doors of the W.C's, there are no turnstiles.

6, <A direct labour refuse collection service is in operation and an 
incentive bonus scheme was put into operation in 1964 whereby the one 
3-man team comprising loader/driver and two ashbinmen were paid a bonus 
of 2d. per ashbin collected in excess of a basic target of 1,000 bins 
collected in a basic period of 126 hours, the target varying pro rata 
with the total number of hours employed on the actual collection of 
refuse, Formerly the collection period was fortnightlyand during the 
year under review the period has been 10.9 days for the collection 
from the whole of the district and the average bonus paid to the team 
has been £1,16.1. per week. The Council reviewed the position in 
October 1965 with a view to still further increasing the rate of 
collection and reducing the period of collection and it was then 
decided to amend the target bonus to 24d. per bin, operative from 

the 28th October, 


Trade refuse is collected weekly for which an appropriate charge 
is made, The vehicle used is a dual tip KARRIER BANTAM with diesel e 
engine, 12 cubic yards capacity, end loading. 


The refuse is disposed of by controlled tipping at the Council's 
tip in Greenshanhi Lane, Disley, After discharge the refuse is raked 
over and covered with a layer of overburden sand or with surplus 
excavated materials from building sites or public works, General 
levelling and dressing of surfaces is carried with a hired bulldozer, 


7. Rodent Control A Rodent Operator is employed on five half days in 

each alternate week, Regular inspection and treatments of the Council's 

sewage disposal works and refuse tip have teen carried out and surveys 

for the detection and eradication of rodents in other parts of the 

district, 57 rat infestations of private property, 3 on local authority 

premises and 3 on business premises were treated, Infestations of mice were dealt 
were dealt with at 11 dwellinghouses and at 16 other premises, There 

were no major infestations of rats or mise, 


8. Smoke abatement Observations were made on two factories with 

solid fuel burning furnaces and informal action was taken in connection 
with sporadic discharge of black smoke and dense smoke, respectively, from 
each factory, The larger factory which discharged black smoke is 
carrying out alterations to the boilers whereby oil firing and electric 
energy will be used for all heat and steam raising purposes, 


9. Camping Sites There is one permanent camping site in the district 
which is occupied during the summer months and during winter weekends by 
a National Girls' Organisation, The camp is well managed, 


10, Animal Boarding Establishments Act, 1963. One application for a 
renewal of Licence was received and approved for an establishment with 
accommodation for 36 dogs and 12 cats. The premises are kept ina 
satisfactory condition, 


11. Offices, Shops and Railway Premises Act, 1963. The number of registered 
premises at the end of the year was eleven, general inspection of four
